THE KNGLISH AND GERMAN FLEETS met iu the greatest sea battle 


of the wat on Wednesday and the British suffered tremendous lu&faos in ships 
••iiid men. The German fleet also suffered heavily in the loin;, fierce battle 
vhieh extended into the night. 


At this hour, all oflicial .statements indicate that the British were much 


heaver losers than the Germans. 


The tritish admiralty bt.itcni.enl, which reached the UnitLd States more 


than Un hour after the fust newb came by German wiielebs, admitted the lob.; 
of three battle cruisers, three light cruisers and Ihe destroyerb—-11 waiahii« 
iu all. 


The German admiralty admitted the loss of one battleship, one cruiser 


and seveial torjiedo boats, viih one ciuiPcr and sevcial torpedo boats rnib.sins?. 


The German and British lists agice on (he sinking of the Queen Maty 


and the Indefatigable, British battle cruiseis. The British also admit the 
loss of the battle cruiser Invincible.

The total number of men on the British ship:; sunk wa<s 0052, excluding 


the crews of two deMioyeio vnth unrecorded complements. 


On the Marlborough, reported by the Gerniaiia to have been toipedoed,

The Wiesbaden is not included in the estimate of lost German tonnage.

nesday night. The list of admitted British losses included: 


Battle Cruisers—Queen ::ary, Indefatigable and Invincible. 
Cruibers—Defense, Black Prince and Warrior. 
Destroyers—Tippcrary, Turbulent, Fortune, Spanow Hawk and Ardent. 
Six other unnamed destroyers are also missing, the admiralty stated. 
."The German licet was greatly aided,'' the admiralty .statement said,

Not An Ultimatum 


Officials expressed belief that the 


harsh terms of General Carranza's 
communication 
were 
intended pri- 


marily to influence public opinion in 
his own country. They pointed to the 
explanation of Eliseo Arredondo, -Mex- 
ican ambassador, when he presented 
the note, that it was not to be con- 


I sidered an ultimatum. 


It was suggested that Carranza's 


demand for a concrete statement from 
the United States of its intentions re- 
garding Mexico, particularly in con 
nection with the time of future main- 
tenance of troops south of the border, 
was similar to General Obrcgon's con- 
ference at the border with Generals 
Scott and Funston. 
At that time 


American authorities declined to give 
a definite promise concerning the time 
of withdrawal. 


Carnnzi Makes Threat 


"The 
Mexican government." says 


Carranza in his note, "understands 
[that in the face of the unwillingness 
of the American government to with- 
draw the above forces, it would be left 
no other recourse than to procure the 
defense of its territory by means of 
arms; but it understands at the same 
time its duty to avoid as far as pos 
siblc an armed conflict between the 
two countries and acting in accordance 
with the treaty of February 2, 1SS4. 
it considers its duty to resort to all 
means of a peaceful character to find 
a solution of the international conflict 
in wh'rh iwth countries arc involved."

Th<; I'.ritish house of parliament con 


Bists of C70 members (-1C5 for Eng- 
land. :iO for Wales, 12 for Scotland and 
103 for Ireland), elected for seven 
years by secret ballot. No one under 
twcnty-ono years of age is eligible. 
All clergymen of ihe Church of Eng 
land, ministers of the Church of Scot- 
laud and Roman Catholic clergymen 
are disqualified from sitting as mem- 
bers; all government contractors and 
all sheriffs and returning- officers for 
the localities for which they act are 
disqualified both from voUng and from 
sitting as members. Every voter must 
be twenty-one years of age, bo tho pro- 
prietor of a house or a piece of land, 
cr pay au annual rent of $00.
